2. BEGIN TEXT. "ALONG WITH THE ISSUES OF THE NATURE OF 
PEACE, RECOGNITION, SECURITY, AND BORDERS, THE STATUS OF 
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THE PALESTINIANS MUST BE SETTLED IN A COMPREHENSIVE ARAB 
ISRAELI PEACE AGREEMENT. THIS ISSUE CANNOT BE IGNORED IF 
THE OTHERS ARE TO BE SOLVED. 

MOREOVER. TO BE LASTING, A PEACE AGREEMENT MUST BE POSI- 
TIVELY SUPPORTED BY ALL OF THE PARTIES TO THE CONFLICT,
